Instead of 


realizing our opportunities, we have 
permitted the shores of the pond to 
be used for the dumping of waste ma- 
terial of every variety. 
A natural 


beauty spot has been allowed to be- 
come an eyesore. 


It is idle to say that nothing can 


be done. 
It is useless to say that 


the possibilities of Langdon Park 
cannot be developed, that the Margin- 
al road shore cannot be beautified 
and that the city 
dunrp cannot be 


abolished. 
All these things can be 


done and at no great cost. 


Long ago, The Herald urged1 Ports- 


mouth, people to reclaim 
the 
South 


Pond and its shores. Plans were at 
that time drawn and the project was 
lavorably 
discussed, 
only to 
be 


dropped and forgotten. 
The Herald, 


•however, is not content. 
It is not 


satisfied to allow what amounts to 
a reproach upon the city to stand 
without vigorous protest. 
In com- 


mon with all good, citizens, it hopes 
for the early creation of a park 'and 
playground in the 
vicinity of the 


South Pond. 


The financial condition of the city, 


of course, will not permit a munici- 
pal appropriation for the work. The 
expense can. nevertheless, 
be 
de- 


frayed by private contributions and 
there are 
undoubtedly 
many who 


would be glad to aid ii allowed the 
opportunity. 
This opportunity, it is 


the intention of The Herald to very 
soon give them. 
Contributions will 


be called for and those who wish to 
help this worthy project will be giv- 
en a chance to do so. 


The work might be done under the 


direction of the Portsmouth Improve- 
ment Association or a committee of 
leading citizens. This is immaterial, 
so long as it is dene, 
has been condemned' in unmeasured 
terms. That the South Pond and its 
shores have been so neglected 
has 


been mourned for years. 
Let us 


now do something besides talk. 
Let 


us .prove that we are public spirited, 
that we really arc inspired by civic 
pride and' that we are wiling to un- 
dertake and carry through 
a great 


public work.

Our mode of housekeeping for a 


week or two, without either fire or 
water, was, and sull is, anything but 
comfortable. 
Those who can build 


little kitchens and cook out of, doors 
on the front pavements, get along 
very well. The smoke of the stove 
pipes does not scare away anybody; 
and tbe water ist urned on and on 
the sly. A good 
many are 
using 


small kerosene stoves and can make 
coffee and tea; and w'hen the wash 
houses go on we will be a little bet- 
ter for a few clean clothes. 


As yet the plaster gapes at us 


through the 
broken walls, and the 


great broken apertures 
drop 
their 


nagments on the floors and' leave 
their white 
powder all 
over 
the 


places they have broken through—so 
that I'here doesn't seem any place to 
be; and tne bioken china and crock- 
ery and dethroned gag fixtures are 
sad reminders to ihose whose houses 
stand delapidated and 
denuded 
of 


their tottering (I was. going to say 
remains). But the -water and light 
and public buildings and rail tracks 
must come first. Several of the lat- 
ter aie running; their cars 
already, 


but are crowded far beyond tlieir ca- 
pacity. You can have no idea of the 
discomfort, and those who have a 


The city dump shelter over their heads are" thank- 


ful that they can share 
with 
the 


homeless their shabby dwellings. But 
it is hard; and chere is very little 
money in circulation to remedy mat- 
ters until the 
banks and 
savings 


funds are open. Food is to be given 
out a week longer, and work is al- 
ready attainable lor mechanics and 
others. 
Insurance offices are begin- 


ning to open, but it will take many 
months to right matters. The after- 
mat;! of an earthquake is 
far 
from 


the restoration of a ruined city: and 
those who have seen the 
desolation 


are stunned with the Hades it pre- 
cents. 


I am not able to got down 
where 


tho fiercest fire raged and can only 
mourn with tho. majority, 
many of 


whom are 
virtually 
paupers. 
The 


public buildings seem to bo 
getting 


most 
of 
the 
public 
donations 
so 


grandly 
ofiViod 
by 
sympathising 


countries Mv world over: but. there 
are, 
soro ai.d broken hearts, widows' 


tears, childless paionts and stricken 
husbands and wives, who w ill never 
roase to weep over (ho ruins of San 
Francisco and 
regard 
"earthquake 


andi fire" as tho culminating woe of 
the pride of the Pacific, 
and 
wish 


they had never soon the famed Gold- 
en Gate. 
I am one, dear A—, part- 


ed so long from my dear ones, and I 
cannot tlnow off as can some of tho 
younger people the terrible t!iroo we 
have gone through. 
Tt has left such 


a. sense of apprehension, that 
foar 


seems to be paiamount, and 
the 


plight convulsions 
we 
occasionally 


have bring back all too vividly 


of tilt- tolid earth.

I K i^ mosf exags^raied sense cannot 
•upress the sensation which wiihin 
a few moments sianied mcii and wo- 
men, scantily clothed, into tbe mid- 
dle of ihe highways for safety, with 
blanched faces and 
terror-stricken 


cries . And then the appalling fire! 
and no water to quench it. seeming 
to It-ap from block to block, like some 
fiendish demon with awtul roar and 
devouring heat, and people in most 
closely populated streets Hoeing from 
lordly mansions and. leaving all be- 
hind them, glad to escape with life 
only. As the night comes on 
the 


lurid blaze, growing fiercer, lights up 
the scene as with hell-fire, and de- 
struction stalks abroad leaving: hot 
ashes, vanished 
homes 
and 
often 


crushed human lives under its awful 
footsteps. 
'-Hell-fire" 
is the 
only 


expression rhat can convey an idea 
of the impetus of leveled mansdons. 
shaken by the earthquake, wrenched 
to nothingness by the awful fury of 
the blasting rolls of fire, which were 
the winding sheets of the lordly man- 
sion and the pitiful hovel alike—the 
beautiful palaces o£ art, shrivelled 
and overturned and their residents 
finding shelter on earthern couches 
anywhere that they could 
obtain a 


temporary resting place. 
Some fled 


to the Presidio; some fell by the 
roadside and were caught to rise no 
more; huge buildings crushed' to cin- 
ders. Tbe confusion and terror were 
indescribable, and when the soldiers 
were called out to blow up the resi- 
dences the detonations added 
their 


terrible voices to the horror, and the 
flames went around and up towards 
our own homes. 


Anywhere—anywhere—out of

danger and 
pouring into the vast 


grounds of the

Max Shinburn. tht> notorious 
bur- 


glar who lias a reputation all o\er 
the world and whose rrimt-s .--mailed 
the loss of millions of 
dollars 
by 


banks and individuals, is still fight 
ing for liberty. 
He is confined at 


the Concord state prison on an old 
charge of having robbed the Walpolr- 
bank forty years ago, hut insists that 
he is not Shinburn but Henry Moe- 
Ircs. SMnburn 
escaped 
from 
the 


state prison soon after being placed 
there in 1S6G and .when brought back 
to serve the bid sentence was found 
doing time in one of the New York 
institutions. 
: 


The petition for a writ of habeas 


corpus which he has just file<l with 
the. United States circuit court in 
that city is the second proceeding of 
tlie Idnd which he had taken \uthin 
the past two years. The first i>eti- 
tion was denied. 
The present pe- 


tition, which was perhaps prepared 
by the prisoner himself, shows that 
he is well educated. It is addressed 
to the judges of the United States 
court for the district of New Hamp- 
shire, and' is a lengthy and interest- 
ing .document. In it Moebus, as he 
styles himself, claims that he is a 
citizen of the state of New York and 
requests the court to grant the writ 
of habeas corpus and to consider the 
question of the lesal-ity of his com- 
mitment to the New H-ampshire pris- 
on. He then goes on to recite that 
lie was extradited from the state of 
New York on the Sth day of Novem- 
ber, 1900, on a requisition issued by 
tie governor 
of Ntw 
Hampshire. 


wherein the charge was made against 
.Urn of having committed the crime 
of breaking prison in the county ol 
M'6rrimac"k on the third day of De- 
cember, 18GG. He asserts that he was 
Jbrqught to New Hampshire and con- 
fined to the stiuo prison 
without 


having been given a hearing or an 
opportunity to make if defence. This- 
procedure, he says, is in plain viola 
tion of the constitution o[ luo Uni- 
ted States and contrary to the vari- 
ous decisions handed down by the 
federal supreme court in cases of e\ 
tradition between the suites, 
which 


decisions impose the obligation on the 
extraditing state to give a hearing 01 
trial in cases similar to his own lie 
fore punishment can he legally iu- 
flcted. He also says that in view o 
the fact that the allegation of break 
ing prison in 186G and being a fugi- 
tive from justice have not boc-n prov- 
en against him by any legal evidence 
he has brought the "habeas corpus pe- 
tition for the purpose of

TURKS' CRUELTY TO HORSES 


Prefecture of the Ottoman Capital 


Will Take Steps to He- 


strain. It. 


A laudable decision has been arrived 


at by the prefecture of the Ottoman 
capital, with the view of protecting 
horses from misuse and Ill-treatment, 
says tbe Constantinople correspondent 
of tbe London Lancet. The Turks are, 
on "the whole, very kind to animals, 
and shield them from injury by every

There 
were also lower accidents to the em- 
ployes, as they had better comman-J of 
their faculties. In consequence ot '.he 
beneficial results from the experiment 
the railroad officials have dec'ded to 
serve hot nonalcoholic drinks to the 
employes on all the Baden railroads 
during tho present winter. 


The practice of serving hot coltep 


tea and meat broth to the employes on 
the Prussian railroads has 
been in 


practice for some time in the freight 
department, especially where the men 
are obliged to make long runs. 
On 


some lines hot nnd cold drinks are sold 
to employes at thft reasonable pries of 
two ptennigs (one-half cent) per por- 
tion ot coffee or tea or for a bottle o 
mineral water. On some of the lines 
in Germany the employes have been 
torbidden to i.ikc any alcoholic drlnka 
while on duty.

:hen of the Ihterurban and recently 
there have been many electric roads 
constructed to 
parallel 
the 
st«am 


lines. 
The more genera! use of this 


motor is due to the fact that the old 
15-horsepowt-r motor has been sujjcr- 


by motors having from 400 to 


10 horsepower. 
The enormous growth of the elec- 


tric railways, therefore, has led many 


railroads to utilize the latest 


system and practically every trunk 
line railroad company has already be- 
gun the installation of electricity on 
its lines, or is making preparations to 
do so in the immediate future. 


Of the largest steam systems It Is 


noteworthy that the New York Cen- 
tral railroad is equipping 
its 
main 


line with an electric system to run 
trains from the Grand Central depot 
in New York city up into the suite of 
New York as far as Albany. At a re- 
cent meeting of the directors it was 
decided to issue millions of addition- 
al stock to be used in extending their 
lines In New York by electric roads. 


The Pennsylvania railroad has op- 


erated electric trains for some time on 
its Long Island division, 
and this 


work Is being extended 
constantly. 


This company la said to have recently 
made another contract for the elec- 
trical equipment of its line from Phil- 
adelphia to Atlantic City. 


The New York, New Haven & Hart- 


ford contracted recently for 30 electric 
locomotives to be installed on its line 
between New York city and Stamford, 
Conn. 


Tbe Erie. Grand Trunk, Illinois Cen- 


tral and other roads are also making 
preparations for the 
introduction of 


electricity, and the electric locomotive 
may be said to have become a great 
propelling agent for railroad trains. 


The progress made £1 the propulsion 


of cars by electricity is certainly re- 
markable and fulfills the predictions 
of the electricians madte a dozen years 
ago that this system would be adopted 
ultimately in whole or in part by the 
steam roads. The managers of the 
steam roads naturally have been con- 
servative and have watched carefully 
the development of the electrical sys- 
tem. When the largest railroad sys- 
tems in the country, however, which 
have been furnishing the finest and 
speediest trains ever run in this coun- 
try, begin to substitute electricity for 
steam as a motive power, it is evident 
that no such radical step has been 
taken without the closest investiga- 
tion and with a view to the 
best 


business management. 
, 


The electric system is being brought 


forward, 
therefore, to 
bring about 


faster travel. 
The steam roads with 


their accustomed enterprise, do not 
hesitate, but are willing to try any- 
thing that will suit the great throng 
of travelers. Hence about $500,000,000 
has been appropriated by various rail- 
road companies in the United States 
to be used in the purchars of electrical 
machinery.

charged with water and sediment to 
heavy oil. five from water, and very 
rich in asphaltic base. Xo attempt 
was made in the beginning to obtain 
a hard, smooth surl'aie mad. 
The 


Idea was to miv the oil with the nat- 
ural loose surface dirt of the road in 
sufficient quantity to make It heavy, 
so that tho dust would not rise. It 
was thought it would be a waste of 
material to use oil on a loose, sandy 
road, that it \\ould simply sink into 
sand and disappear, and if used on a 
hard surface like macadam it would 
not pcnci.ia.to but inn into the gut- 
ters. K\en the parik-s who claimed 
to bo the dibi.o-. eic-i.-, of the use of oil 
havn a patent on Its use (who have 
never been able to substantiate their 
cla:iri!;1, said that there must be a 
looso coveiing of at least one inch in 
depth on tho loud to mix with the 
oil. 


One of the fust things to bo no- 


ticed, was thar the larger the per- 
centage of asphaltum in the oil, the- 
firmer it madf the surface of the 
road, and so the better the results. 
Another was that if the oil was 
worked 
in deep, especially in a 


clajey soil, it made a spongy roadbed 
that T\as very heavy for hauling 
over; and that the oiled layer became 
rutted and ridged and very uneven. 
There arc miles of just such roads In 
California 
to-daj. Teamsters con- 


demn them, and they are very unsat- 
isfactory, on account of their un- 
eveunesj, for even light rigs 
It was 


found that sandy and gravelly sur- 
faces absorbed the oil readily and 
became verj hard If a heavy asphal- 
tic oil was used; that even loose 
drift sand, while it took a large 
quantity of oil, put on in a number 
of applications, and 
considerable 


time to set and harden, could bo con- 
verted into a smooth, hard-surfaced 
roadbed. But an absorbent, 
hard 


compacted 
giavel 
surface, it was 


found, made an ideal oiled road, 
wheu a heavy asphaltic liquid was 
used. This led up to the use of this 
kind of oil upon macadam roads, and 
now we are building, what_we_call, 
"liquid asphalt" roads and streets; 
giving careful attention to all de- 
tails of carefully preparing the sub- 
grade, putting down the crushed 
rock layers, filler, etc., and thor- 
oughly compacting this base to a 
hard, smooth, properly shaped sur- 
face, to receive the oiled or rather, 
asphaltic covering; and obtaining a 
result that is very similar to the reg- 
ulation asphalt pavement; hard, but 
not quite so hard and smooth as the 
latter, but furnishing a better foot- 
ing for the horse, a surface that docs 
not get slippery In wet weather, a 
surface that Is slightly elastic, very 
pleasant to travel over, and which 
effettually preserves the macadam 
base below. 


The construction of this "Asphal- 


ted Macadam" road or street in- 
volves the careful building of tho 
macadam base, according to the most 
approved specifications for this work, 
attention 
being given 
to proper 


drainage and to the crowning of the 
surface. 


It must be remembered that this 


base supports the load that goes over 
it, and that the super-Imposed as- 
phalted layer is of comparatively 
thin, slightly elastic, protective cov- 
ering that takes the surface wear.

governor had reached a decision. The 
prison officials, however, deemed it 
wise that he should' hear the news 
from his legal advisers. 


The death watch reported that the 


prisoner did not sleep soundly dur- 
ing the ight, his restlessness several 
times attracting their attention. 


Arrangements for Tucker's execu- 


tion have been practically complete 
for some days. The death chamber 
is scarcely a dozen steps 
from 
the 


doors of Tucker's cell. 
Under the 


provisions of the sentence, the exe- 
cution may take place at any time 
after midnight Saturday, the warrant 
reading that the roan shall be put to 
death during the week of June 10. 
It has been customary, however, to 
let Sunday pass in the case of a pris- 
oner and carry out the law's penalty 
between midnight and sunrise of Mon- 
day. The law provides that the exe- 
cution must come between the hours 
of midnight and sunrise of any day. 
Under these circumstances 
there 


seems to be general expectation that 
Tucker will be put to death shortly 
after midnight on Monday morning. 


The Massachusetts 
law restricts 


the attendance at executions to a 
very small number. It permits the 
necessary officials of the prison to 
be present, three physicians, includ- 
ing the state prison medical adviser 
and the examining physician of tht 
county in -winch the crime was com- 
mitted, or others whom the warden 
may select in addition to the prison 
officials. The exact hour for the final 
act rests with the warden. When he 
icaches a decision he notifies those 
who are to attend to present them- 
selves at the state prison 
at 
that 


time.

Barnes of the state 
prison visited 


Tucker. The chaplain at the re-quest 
of the warden refrained from telling 
Tucker of the governor's decision. 


Prison Physician Joseph McLaugh-

ported the young man to be "feeling 
well and in need of no medical at- 
tendance." 


Lawyer Vahey arrived at the pris- 


on shortly after 11 o'clock and War-

Mir.' Vahey was with Tucker a lit- 


tle over half an hour. Warden Bridg- 
es was present during the interview.
